UPLAND PROGRAM 


Plaiis set 'in motion 'by the local 


chapter of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, headed by Mrs. 
B. G. Prather, local regent, are to 
result in a valley-wide participation 
in the dedication and unveiling of 
the Old Trails monument at Upland 
next Friday, February 1st, it was 
announced this week by President 
Ben F. Thorpe of the Covina chamber 
of commerce. 


"The Madonna of the Trails," the 


sculptor's conception of the pioneer 
mother who crossed the plains in the 
days of the gold rush, is one of four- 
teen trails monuments to be erected 
in as many states, and Upland, on 
the old trail that led from Cajon 
pass into the valleys of the south- 
land, has been selected as the stra- 
tegic position for the impressive 
marker in this -pprtion of the state, 
the chamber officials pointed out. 


The ceremonies at the monument 


are to be aided by a pageant, Mrs. 
Prather said, and decorated floats 
from all over tho state will be seen 
in a .parade on Euclid avenue. Covi- 
na is laying plans : for a high school 
float, and the chamber of commerce 
will be represented, as well as all 
other public organizations of the city 
and valley.

Covina has been declared to be one of the few communi- 


ties in southern California that is "underbuilt." This coined 
word c nes from the chamber of commerce survey for all 
of southern California,'and is accurate. Covina needs a busi- 
ness and a residence building program for the next five years 
that should begin at once. 


This is in no sense based upon a boom. The community of 


Covina city and valley has been exceptionally conservative 
in its building program. This has caused the demand, espec- 
ially for modern homes, to exceed the supply. In the past 
few weeks several men of substantial means have attempted 
to locate here, but were obliged to go to neighboring towns 
in order to obtain a suitable place in which to dwell. 


The situation as regards financing is one of the most 


peculiar ih the history of the growth of southern California. 
The banks and financing companies have piled up a great 
surplus of money that should be functioning as loans, but 
the general condition of over-supply in homes and office 
buildings in the metropolitan area has caused all loaning 
agencies to be very cautious about the real estate loan. At 
the same time these agencies have been searching for those 
localities where the overbuilt situation does not exist. They 
declare that, within a reasonable premise, Covina and en- 
virons is subnormal at present in new construction. 


This is the year and the time for a conservative and com- 


mon sense building program in Covina, a program which 
will anticipate the needs of the next few years—not a build- 
ing boom, but a balancing of the local demand.

The "Talkie" Films— 


It was to be expected that the movie magnates, casting 


about desperately for something with which to combat the 
growing indifference to film entertainment, should hit upon 
the idea of hooking up the recorded voice to synchronize 
with the action on the celluloid strip. 


It is not surprising that they should overlook the reason 


why the spoken drama has always been, and always will be 
superior to any other form. The success of spoken drama 
does not depend so much upon the words as it does upon the 
manner in which the words are uttered. Only a very few in 
any generation become good or famous in the spoken drama. 
There must be present in the lines the force of the great art 
of utterance, the singing voice, with its balanced cadences, 
nuances, delicacy of pitch, knowledge of emotional technic. 


The great stage player possesses generally a voice that 


differs in no respect whatever from that of the great singer. 
The foundational needs are the same. Added to the posses- 
sion of the art of effective, dramatic speech is that kindred 
art of facial expression bodily carriage, stage presence—the 
latter another name for that delicate aura, or atmosphere 
that surrounds the real artist. 


It is conceivable that instruments will be perfected that 


will transmit the voice to the movie or "talkie" theater with 
as much fideity as does the fine phonograph. Everything 
seems possible in this age of invention. But it is not possible 
to develop a great voice in a movie actor or actress whose 
only claim to attention up to now has been voluptuous form, 
radiant youth, or acrobatic excellence. 


When the movie becomes a "talkie" it must possess, at 


the time of recording, a real stage voice. And these are rare, 
and always will be rare. It might be that the "talkie" will 
result in the return of that exclusive group possessing the 
voice that commands and thrills. But, the "talkie" is whip- 
ped before it gets going, if it is to depend upon the general 
run of movie actors. The result already has received the 
ridicule it deserves. 


Drink More Water— 


Most people quit drinking water in the winter; that's 


why influenza and grippe are more prevalent at that season 
of the year. At least that is what one medical authority is 
hinting" at. and his advice is considered so important that 
the public health service of the United States is broadcasting

arranging to go into the orange juice extracting business in 
Mexico and ship their product into the United States to di- 
rectly compete with the California product.

nia producers, but are preparing to import Mexican orange 
juice into our own state.
